PAI's 56 Army, which was the rear guard south of Liuchou in the early fighting, 
lost the 329 Division in the retreat toward Inichow Peninsula. Two divisions 
remain on the veninsula and are vrevaring to evacuate. 


PAI*g headquarters troops were mauled while attempting to evacuate from Yamhsien, 
a gmall vor: west of Hopi. Three army regiments, two engineer regiments and one 
elite guard regiment were lost with all equipment. 


Although the Communists lost a few thousand guerrillas unter LIEN Kuang in the 


early fighting east of the Imichow Peninsula, Comrunist General LIN Piao's 
advance from the north was made with negligible opvosition and no avvureciable 
Communist losses. 


PAI%s two army groups! attempted offensive east of the Imichow Peninsula was 
nullified by CHEN Keng's 4 Army* driving at egreat speed through Sunyi (110-52, 
22-08) across PAI's line of retreat and encircling PAI's 7, 48, 58, and 126 
Armies. 


CHEN Keng is now devloying against Nationalist General YU Han-mou's troops 
in the Kuangchouwan area, and will attack shortly. The Communists will «ttack 
Hainan after they finish operations on the Iuichow Peninsula. 


The New 7 and New 8 Armies, a total of 20,000 troopvs of reorganized Kyvengsi 
militia, are now in Hainan. These armies entirely lack equivment and ere of 
negligible military value.
